MP plans to 
plead not guilty 


O Peter Goldring ‘not impaired’ when he refused breath sample 
O Long-time Conservative says he drank ‘one beer’ night of charges

In his first public appearance since 
being charged with refusing to pro¬ 
vide a breath sample Dec. 4, MP 
Peter Goldring said he drank one 
beer before ofiicers pulled him over 
that night. 

“I was not under the influence of 
any alcohol or intoxicating sub¬ 
stance,” Goldring told reporters out¬ 
side the Law Gourts on Wednesday. 

Goldring arrived just before 
11 a.m. for his first court appear¬ 
ance, meeting with his lawyer pri¬ 
vately before speaking to media 
outside, with his wife, Lorraine, 
looking on. 

Lawyer Dino Bottos said 
Goldring’s case has been put off 
until Feb. 15 to garner more dis¬ 
closure from the Crown. 

The long-time Toiy MP said the 
fact that he was not charged with 


impaired driving speaks to his inno¬ 
cence. 

“If there’s any time in there that 
I might have a drink or two, my 
wife is my secondaiy driver,” said 
Goldring. 

He did not say why he refused 
the sample, despite maintaining 
he’d drunk a single beer. 

“I did have a reason for doing so, 
and that will be discussed in a court 
of law,” he said. 

As for his political party status, 
he “stepped outside (caucus) tem¬ 
porarily” but remains loyal to his 
constituents as an independent 
Conservative, Goldring said. 

The Edmonton East MP noted 
the damage the incident, and his 
virtual disappearance since the 
information went public last 
month, have done to his political 
career and family. 

“It’s been terrible,” he said, hold¬ 
ing back tears. 

Bottos expects a fall trial date. 


I Political leanings 

^ MP Peter Goldring, who officially 
changed his party status to “civil 
libertarian” the day after his 
charges, has since had that 
switched to “independent” and 
backdated to Dec. 5 - 

^ Goldring has been the Edmonton 
East MP since being elected with 
Reform in 1997. 

When asked if he would seek re- 
election, Goldring, 67, cited 18 
years as an elected official and 
being elected six times. He 
stopped short of saying he would 
not run again. 

► In the near future, the MP said he 
is working on a major project in 
Ottawa. He will return to Parlia¬ 
ment next week, and plans to be 
back in Edmonton on weekends.

Bar breathalyzers get mixed reviews

Remarks by Premier Alison 
Redford Tuesday that an im¬ 
paired driving law may be 
on ice while bars eye 
breath-testing devices, is 
getting mixed reviews from 
cops and establishment 
owners. 

Const. David Green of 
the Edmonton Police Serv¬ 
ice said the only reason he 


can see putting breath- 
testers in bars would be for 
people’s education. 

“The big thing people 
need to get through their 
heads is under 80 (mil¬ 
ligrams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood) does 
not mean you’re fit to 
drive,” said Green, a certi¬ 
fied breath technician with 
EPS’ impaired countermea¬ 
sures unit. 

Green provides an exam¬ 
ple of someone on antide¬ 


pressants and cold medi¬ 
cine who then drinks, but 
registers a BAG of 79, which 
is currently below the legal 
number of impairment. The 
new legislation brings that 
number down to 50, or 0.05. 

“It’s just an arbitraiy 
number,” said Green, not¬ 
ing the mix would make a 
driver impaired. 

Green said the unsanc¬ 
tioned machines would 
likely make it tough to 
gauge accuracy, whereas 


police breathalyzers have 
internal and external 
checks and certified opera¬ 
tors. 

Mike Yasinski, president 
of Hudsons Canadian Hospi¬ 
tality, said he’s met with 
government twice already 
on the new law and there 
has been no talk of bar 
breath-testers. 

Yasinski said he fears the 
machines could be a way 
for drivers to shirk culpabil¬ 
ity. 


New legislation 


► Under the new law, police 
could suspend licences for 
three days and seize vehi¬ 
cles for a blood-alcohol 
content reading of between 
0.05 and 0 . 08 , or 50 to 80 
milligrams. 

► Cars would be seized for 
three days for a BAC read¬ 
ing of 50, and up to a week 
for those blowing more 
than 80 milligrams of alco¬ 
hol per 100 ml. of blood. 

► Repeat offenders will lose 
licences and cars longer 
and face mandatory cours¬ 
es at their cost.

Alcohol won’t be banned 
immediately, but changes 
must be made at all-night 
dance parties for it to keep 
on flowing, council says. 

Alcohol is served until 
2 a.m., after which an alco- 
hol-firee after-hours dance 
party can run for as late as 
8 a.m. 

A council committee vot¬ 
ed Wednesday to repeal a 
bylaw accidentally passed 
last fall that would have 
meant no alcohol can be 
served, after promoters and 
fans said it would slash 
ticket sales, push the indus- 
tiy underground and en¬ 
courage drug use.

Committee pushes for 100 new cab licences 


Councillors are dead set 
on putting an end to dead¬ 
heading to and from the 
Edmonton International 
Airport. 

A committee on 
Wednesday voted in 
favour of issuing 100 
more taxi licences, 
despite objections from 
the Vehicle for Hire Com¬ 
mission last week. 

“We had to come up 
with a balanced 
agreement with the 


airport... so this helps try 
to find that balance,” May¬ 
or Stephen Mandel said. 

City taxis can take fares 
to the airport but not 
back to the city, while the 
opposite is true for Leduc- 
based Airport Taxi 
Service, which signed a 
contract with the EIA in 
2006. 

As the EIA prepares to 
award a new contract to a 
city-based broker, some 
drivers want the new 



licences available to 
Edmonton only, which 
can’t be done, Coun. 
Amarjeet Sohi said. 

“We must include the 
airport drivers, otherwise 
there is no agreement 
with the airport,” he said. 
“But we have enough re¬ 
strictions to exclude peo¬ 
ple from outside of 
Edmonton.” 

The issue goes before 
city council on Feb. 1.

Ontario woman recounts Mexican attack 


In the wake of the brutal 
attack of a Calgary woman 
at a five-star Mexican re¬ 
sort, an Ontario couple 
has come forward with a 
similar experience near 
the same hotel. 

Sarah Giddy said she 
got a message from a 
friend on Monday, telling 
her that Sheila Nabb, of 
Calgary, had been at¬ 
tacked at the same resort 
where they had stayed 10 
months before. 

“I read that and my 
heart just dropped,” Giddy 


said. “I called Scott and 
said, ‘Oh my God, this has 
happened to somebody 
else.’” 

In March, Sarah and her 
husband, Scott Giddy, left 
their home in Fergus, 
Ont., for a last-minute trip 
to Mexico. 

One evening they ate 
dinner at a restaurant 
near their hotel, Riu 
Emerald Bay in Mazatlan. 
Scott went to the wash¬ 
room and, minutes later, a 
woman rushed to their 
table telling Sarah that 


her husband was hurt. 

“As soon as we got out¬ 
side, there was a huge 
pool of blood on the 
ground and Scott was 
leaning up against the 
building and he had blood 
pouring out of his left 
ear,” she said. 

Scott said he doesn’t re¬ 
member anything about 
the attack and only recalls 
waking up in the hospital 
days afterward. He has 
since lost his sense of 
smell, but said he is glad 
he didn’t sustain further 


brain damage. 

Since learning of the at¬ 
tack on Nabb, the Giddys 
say they can’t stop think¬ 
ing about her. 

“My first reaction was 
to want to go down there 
and try to help her and 
her family,” Scott said, but 
added they will never trav¬ 
el to Mexico again. 

“I hate to say don’t go 
to Mexico, but the safest 
way to avoid any trouble is 
to not go to Mexico.”

Hamed Shafia, 21, and

They 
have pleaded not guilty. 

Four months after the 
family’s July 22, 2009, ar¬ 
rests, Hamed told a univer¬ 
sity student hired on the sly 
by Shafia as a private inves¬ 
tigator that he was there 
when the car went in the 
canal. He said he had fol¬ 
lowed them from the motel 


as a concerned brother. 

He rear-ended them

O Same U.S. team that killed Osama Bin Laden 
rescues hostages in a daring raid into Somalia

They did it again! 

The crack U.S. Navy 
SEAL team that killed 
Osama bin Laden para¬ 
chuted into Somalia under 
the cover of darkness early 
Wednesday and scored an¬ 
other bold triumph. 

They crept up to an out¬ 
door camp where an 
American woman and 
Danish man were being 
held hostage. 

Soon, nine kidnappers 
were dead — and both 
hostages were freed. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama authorized the 
mission by SEAL Team Six 
two days earlier. And min¬ 
utes after he gave his State 
of the Union address to 
Congress, he was on the 
phone with the Ameri¬ 


can’s father to tell him his 
daughter was safe. 

Held captive since last 
fall, American Jessica 
Buchanan, 32, and Poul 
Hagen Thisted, a 60-year- 
old Dane, were soon safely 
on their way home. 

It was the second 
splashy SEAL Team Six suc¬ 
cess in less than a year, fol¬ 
lowing last May’s killing of 
bin Laden in Pakistan. 


The Pentagon was tight- 
lipped about details 
Wednesday, citing a need 
to preserve the secrecy 
that can give SEALs an 
edge against terrorists, 
criminals and others they 
are ordered to kill or cap¬ 
ture. 

Special operations 
forces, trained for clandes¬ 
tine, small-team missions, 
have become a more 


prominent tool in the mili- 
taiy’s kit since the Sept. 11, 
2001, attacks. The Obama 
administration is expected 
to announce on Thursday 
it will invest even more 
heavily in them. 

The raid happened near 
the town of Adado. 

The U.S. raiders caught 
the kidnappers as they 
slept after having chewed 
the narcotic leaf qat for 
much of the evening, a pi¬ 
rate who gave his name as 
Bile Hussein told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press by phone. 

Pentagon press secre¬ 
tary George Little said the 
captors were heavily 
armed and had “explosives 
nearby” when the rescuers 
arrived.

“He went on ramming 
vehicles, hitting pedestri¬ 
ans. He was in such a dan¬ 
gerous mood,” she said. 


Food stalls were re¬ 
duced to piles of squashed 
produce and broken 
beams, while at least 40 
cars were crushed. 

The injured were being 
treated in three hospitals. 

Police have ruled out ter¬ 
rorism as a possible motive 
but were seeking more an¬ 
swers in questioning the 
driver, Borwankar said. 

The mayor of Pune has 
appealed for calm.

Google’s announcement 
to merge data on users 
across its websites into 
one profile has sparked a 
huge debate that the web 
giant could be breaching 
users' privacy. 

Under plans to come in 
force on March 1, a per¬ 
son’s search results across 
all Google products, in¬ 
cluding search, Gmail, 
Google+ and YouTube, will 
be collected into one sin¬ 
gle database, which the 
company could use for its 
targeted advertising. For 
example, if you watched a 
YouTube video clip of Man¬ 


chester United, ads of Man 
United tickets could ap¬ 
pear in your Gmail or 
Google+ account. 

But critics see this new 
policy as veiy worrying, 
suggesting for example a 
person’s confidential de¬ 
tails on health and 
lifestyle could be saved in 
Google's bank of data and 
used across its websites. 

“There is no way any¬ 
one expected this,” Jeffrey 
Chester, executive direc¬ 
tor of privacy advocacy 
group the Centre for Digi¬ 
tal Democracy, told the 
Washington Post. 

“There is no way a user 
can comprehend the im¬ 
plication of Google collect¬ 
ing across platforms for 
information about your 


health, political opinions 
and financial concerns.” 

Google claims that the 
new privacy policy will 
give the company a better 
idea of what a user is in¬ 
terested to know when 
they search online. 

“If you’re signed into 
Google, we can do things 
like suggest search 
queries, or tailor your 
search results, based on 
the interests you’ve ex¬ 
pressed,” Alma Whitten, 
Google’s director of priva¬ 
cy, product and engineer¬ 
ing, wrote in a blog post. 

“In short, we’ll treat 
you as a single user across 
all our products, which 
will mean a simpler, more 
intuitive Google experi¬ 
ence.”

Rogers Communications 
is studying tests by the 
CRTC that indicate it has 
been slowing some Inter¬ 
net traffic in violation of 
rules governing the prac¬ 
tice. 

However, Rogers 

spokesperson Patricia 

Trott said Wednesday the 
telecom company doesn’t 
believe it has broken any 
rules. 

“Our network engi¬ 
neers are looking at the 
test results from the 
CRTC,” Trott said. 

“Our only goal in net¬ 
work management is to 
deliver a good experience 
for customers and we be¬ 


lieve we are in compliance 
with CRTC regulations.” 

The Canadian Gamers 
Organization had made 
the complaint to the 
CRTC. 

“If it goes to a hearing, 
the CRTC could file an or¬ 
der with the courts to 
force Rogers to reimburse 
affected customers,” Jason 
Koblovsky said in a recent 
post on the group’s web¬ 
site. 

“This is a big win for

Playing Stephanie Plum — 
a lingerie saleswoman 
turned bounty hunter — in 
One for the Money has 
taught Katherine Heigl one 
thing: She likes to shoot 
stuff 

“1 really enjoyed it be¬ 
cause it was super-satisfying 
and cathartic on some lev¬ 
el,” she says of the gunplay 
she did for the film. “It was 
fun, 1 had a good time. 1 
started wanting to go to the 
gun range regularly. And 
then 1 started shooting clay 
pigeons with [husband] Josh 
[Kelly]. 1 really like to shoot 
things. Who knew?” 

Not that firearms are 
necessarily new to her, but 
the work on this film added 
a new level of reality to it 
for the former Grey’s 
Anatomy star. 

“1 mean. I’ve been wield¬ 
ing guns in films since 1 was 
15 but they’re fake and 
there’s no actual bullet in 
them — we hope,” she says. 

“So they took us to a 
shooting range to practice, 
because there are certain 
things you’re not supposed 
to do — like blink when 
you shoot, but it’s impossi¬ 
ble not to bhnk, it’s really 
hard — and it was really in¬ 


timidating and nerve- 
wracking the first time they 
put a loaded gun in your 
hand. Plus they’ve just giv¬ 
en you a 20-niinute spiel 
about all the dangers of this 
gun, so you’re sort of freak¬ 
ing out.” 

But clearly she got over 


that. All that shooting is 
aimed at attracting a more 
diverse audience than your 
usual romantic comedy fare 
— especially since the 
movie is based on one of 17 
books in the Stephanie 
Plum series by author Janet 
Evanovich. 


Clearly there are hopes 
for a franchise. 

“1 think what’s sort of in¬ 
teresting about the books is 
they all have a murder-mys- 
teiy tie-in, with the bounty 
hunting aspect of it. So it’s 
not all just about romance, 
it’s not all just about come¬ 


dy,” Heigl says. 

“The murder-mysteiy 
stoiyline is kind of dark 
and a little edgy and gives it 
a vibe that is not purely 
chick-flick-ish. 

“Pm really excited about 
it because it does appeal to 
everyone, it isn’t just a girl’s 
movie. 1 think that we’re 
working hard to advertise 
it so that everyone knows 
that it’s a good time for 
everyone — men and 
women included. Tough 
men. Tough men will love 
this movie,” she adds with a 
laugh. 

Guns and tough guys 
aside, in the end, the one 
detail that Heigl and her co¬ 
producers agonized over 
the most was her hair. 

“She’s brunette. Her look 
is very specific in the book, 
and once you get attached 
to that idea in your head 1 
couldn’t imagine Stephanie 
any other way,” Heigl says. 
“It was disconcerting, 1 
think, for certain fans to see 
me as a brunette, and then 
it was disconcerting for fans 
of the books to imagine me 
as Stephanie because I’m 
blonde and blah blah blah. 

“So 1 dyed it brown be¬ 
fore we started filming, try¬ 
ing to get people on board. 

“And then 1 ended up 
just wearing a wig because 1 
don’t have curly hair and 
Stephanie does.”

In One for the Money, 
Katherine Heigl got the 
chance to work with screen 
and stage legend Debbie 
Re 5 molds, who pops up as 
her sass-talking grandmoth¬ 
er. Heigl says it gave her the 
chance to put her long 
work hours into perspec¬ 
tive. 

“1 was sort of complain¬ 
ing one day about the hours 
— as I’m known to do — 
and Gary, our producer, 
said, ‘Oh, you ought to hear 
Debbie’s stories about her 
hours on Singing in the 
Rain,”’ Heigl remembers. 

“It was so horrifying 
what that woman went 
through to make that 
movie. 1 think she said they 
were working something 
like 20 hours a day, and she 
would just get a few hours 
of sleep on the sofa in her 
dressing room and then go 
back to work a few hours 
later. 1 thought she was ex¬ 
aggerating and it was sort 
of one of those ‘When 1 was 
your age 1 walked to school 
in bare feet in 10 feet of 
snow’ This can’t be true.

Spartacus fans are gearing 
up for the show’s return 
to television and with it, 
all the controversial 
blood, sex and action that 
has made the series so 
provocatively popular. 

“For some reason these 
things are still really 
taboo in our society,” said 
returning star Lucy Law¬ 
less (also known for her 
former hit series Xena:

Q: I have a

best with certain strong 
colours. For instance, lime 
green works best with 
cool, sharp, clear neutrals 
like white, grey or dark 
brown but is not so good 
with cream, tan or mossy 
green. 

Trend colours to go with 
white or grey include cit¬ 
rus colours like lime, or¬ 
ange and yellow. 

The best accent colours 


to complement tan are 
moss and cream along 
with rich blues and claret 
reds or purples. 

Easing colour into your 
room with small acces¬ 
sories (pillows, candles 
and art) is the simplest 
way to start. Layer the 


colour in a few lighter and 
darker tones; it will give 
you flexibility when shop¬ 
ping so you don’t have to 
worry about always find¬ 
ing that ‘perfect colour.’

Although it is normal for 
the washing machine to vi¬ 
brate somewhat during the 
spin cycle in particular, it 
sounds like yours is vibrat¬ 
ing too much. 

Firstly, was the machine 
installed correctly? 

Secondly, even if the ma¬ 
chine was installed correct¬ 
ly, might it have been 
moved at some point by a 


family member or trades- 
person tiying to make a re¬ 
pair? 

This would most likely 
throw off the original in¬ 
stallation and calibration. 
Another consideration is 
whether or not the floor 
that the machine sits on 
level. 

Lastly, when you load 
your washing machine, do 
you evenly distribute the 
items within the drum? 
Once you address the above 
items, the only remaining 
option is to call Whirlpool 
and ask them if they have 
any other thoughts.

Surface preparation 

Be sure that the diywall is 
secure. Fill any nicks or 
low spots by patching with 
diywall compound and 
sand to level. 

Wipe the wall to ensure 
that the surface is free of 
dust, oil and residue. This 
guarantees a strong adhe¬ 
sive bond between the 
wall and tile. 

Determine where to start 

Measure the installation 
site to determine how 
many tiles you will need 
to purchase, as well as to 
locate the best place to 
start tiling. 

It is best to hide cuts in 
corners and under cabi¬ 
nets, leaving the fall tiles 
in areas that will draw the 
most attention. 

Apply mortar 

Begin spreading the glue 
or mortar with the flat 
side of a trowel to ensure 
good adhesion. Using the 
notched side of the trowel, 
go over the glue to remove 
any excess. 

The size of the notches 
will be determined by the 
thickness of the tile, so be 


sure to check the manu¬ 
facturer’s recommenda¬ 
tions. 

Install tiles 

Begin installing the first 
tile or sheet by working 
off the countertop surface. 
This will ensure the instal¬ 
lation is level because the 
countertops would have 
been leveled when in¬ 
stalled. 

Place tiles in position as 
close as possible to avoid 
sliding tiles into place in 
the mortar. 

Tap each tile once with 
a rubber mallet to ensure 
they have adhered proper¬ 
ly to the mortar. 

Make cuts 

A dry cutter, wet saw or 
tile nippers may be used to 
fit around electrical boxes, 
cabinets, etc. 

Tile saws can be rented 
at many hardware rental 
spots, saving you lots of 
time and stress through¬ 
out your renovation.
